Bar Hill Cost? 

At meetings, and with posters and 
models. Leseo have over the last weeks 
attempted to explain to us the benefits 
ofthe redevelopment of our village cen- 
ue. The benefits promised are impres- 
sive. but these are primatily benefits to 
leseo customers, not to Bar Hill resi- 
dents. a subte but important difference. 
In this article | will not attempt to dis- 
cuss the merits of increased number of 
cheehouts or additional lines of prod- 
ucts. but rather list some of the effects 
on Bar Hill. which the Tesco-provided 
intormation has failed to address. 

Traffic 

The number of vehicle movements 
in and out of our village will increase by 
an average of 250 hour. In each hour 
1150 cars and jornies will enter and 
leave our village - sufficient to transport 
the enure population of our village ev- 
ery five hours. This increased volume 
of traffic has five important conse- 
quences: 

* Noise and pollution for all of us 
and in particular the residents of 
Gladeside. Robin Close and Almond 
Grove. 

* We have only one entrance and 
exit to our Village: increased traffic will 
make it more difficult to leave and reach 
our homes, never mind the increased 
inconvenience of travelling to and from 
work or for leisure purposes. 

* Effect on access for emergency 
services - how many people in the vil- 
jiage can already tell stories of this type 
of delay causing concem? 

* The redevelopment plans call for 
a three-lane “motorway type” round- 
about at the entrance to our village - is 
this the first impression we wish to give 
visitors and fnends? 

* The traffic movement at the round- 
about will be controlled by traffic lights 
set to favour traffic to and from the Al4 
and Tesco. It will certainly be more dif- 
ficult to enter and leave our village. In- 
deed the principle of access to our vil- 
lage being subject to the control of 


cations for personal liberties. 
Redevelopment 

The redevelopment ofthe store will 
have atleast the following eflects on our 
Village: 

* The current car parks and the area 
occupied by the Mall, derelict garden 
centre and the grassed area to the west 
of the garden centre will be replaced 
by one large car park with spaces for 
over 1100 vehicles. a significant increase 
in size over the present parking provi- 
sion. Unlike other villages in Cam- 
bridgeshire the centre of our village will 
not be a village green but a Tesco car 
park. 

* The Tesco Vice-Chairman has 
publicly stated their intention to have 24 
hour shopping in sixty of their stores. It 
is improbable that following their sig- 
nificant investment, the new store will 
not follow the example of the garage 
and be open 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. This has two significant conse- 
quences for the villagers. Firstly, the 
continuous traffic entering and leaving 
the village throughout the night and early 
hours of the morning, and secondly the 
impact on village policing and security 
caused by the large number of people 
attracted to Bar Hill during the night. 

* A benefit for the village which has 
been promulgated by Jesco is that the 
redevelopment will enhance the appear- 
ance of the centre of the village. Irre- 
spective of one’s views on the appear- 
ance ofan 1100 vehicle car park , 100 
yard store front and Tesco sign 12 times 
the size of the village sign, one cannot 
help asking the question, who was re- 
sponsible for the semi-demolition of the 
garden centre, its continued dereliction 
and the gradual running down of the Mall 
- and what may have been their mo- 
lives in pursuing such a strategy? 

* Finally, the “family” pub which will 
replace the Fox. The lease for the pub 
is held by Allied Domeg - not Tesco. 
Allied Domeg have not decided what 
type of pub this will be - statements that 
it will be a family pub are potentially 
misleading. 


mum of six months, although it is more 
likely to take up to a year. Such a large 
building site will generate considerable 
noise - throughout the day, evenings and 
at weekends, as well as dirt and pollu- 
tion. 

‘Tesco do nothave final permission 
for the changes to our village which they 
are proposing: however itis undeniably 
true that the decisions which will be 
made in the coming months will be the 
most important faced by this village in 
its history. It is important that we all 
consider the impact on our homes, lives 
and families of the proposals being 
made, and make our opinions known 
to the Parish Council, our District 
Councillors, County Councillor, the 
Planning Departnent and, as it is highly 
likely this proposal will be called-in, The 
Department of the Environment. 

The thorny subject of financial gain 
to the village - promised, realisable or 
real, I will address in a future article.

Little Acorns is a pri- “e 
vately run pre-school for Ci 
children aged 3 and 4 years.
